A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of Newark, N. J., was 
held on the above date in the Coun- 
cil Chamber, City Hall, Newark, at 11 
o'clock a, m. 


Present:—Commissioners Archibald, 
Raymond, Mayor Gillen. 


Absent: — Commissioners Brennan 
and Monahan.

The minutes of the meeting of Jan- 
uary 29th, 1920, were read and ap- 
proved. 


The reports of the Board of Com- 
missioners of Assessments for Local 
Improvements of the City of Newark, 
certifying to assessments of benefits 
for the paving of Oriental Place, from 
Oriental Terrace to Mt, Pleasant Ave- 
nue, paving of Edmunds Place, from 
Clinton Place to Deinarest Street, re- 
paving of Sussex Avenue from High 
Street to Summit Street, and paving 
of Sunset Avenue, from Abinger Place 
to 531 feet southerly, were received 
and ordered filed. 


Commissioner Archibald offered the 
following resolution: 

WHEREAS, The Board of Commis- 
sioners of Assessments for Local Im- 
provements of the City of Newark has

made ànd completed and certified to 
ihis Board its several reports and as- 
sessments of benefits for the paving 
of Oriental Place, from Oriental Ter- 
race to Mount Pleasant Avenue; the 
paving of Edmunds Place, from Clin- 
ton Place to Demarest Street; the pav- 
ing of Sunset Avenue, from Abinger 
Place to 531 feet southerly, and the 
repaving of Sussex Avenue, from High 
Street to Summit Street, in said City 
of Newark. 


RESOLVED, That the twenty-sixth 
day of February, A. D. 1920, be and 
the said date is hereby fixed for the 
consideration of said reports at a meet-

Mayor Gillen: The Board is now 
prepared to hear any citizen on the 
question of repaving Washington 
Street. 


Mr John H Meeker, 97-99-101 Wash- 


ington Street: JI am interested in this 


matter as a property owner. 


to say to the Commission I understand 
there was a hearing on this matter on 
January 22nd, but I received no notice 
whatever of the hearing and knew 
nothing of it until last Saturday when 
I was told by one of.the property 
owners. I would have been present 
had I known of it, but no notice was 
sent to me. In‘reference to the merits 
of this matter, the property owners on 
Washington Street I understand—I 
have talked with quite a number of 
them—do not want this repaving. A 
great majority are opposed to it and I 
protest against it on behalf of myself 
and other property owners that I 
represent. We have a very good pave- 
ment there now, granite block pave- 
ment, laid about seven years ago. 
While certain sections of it is a little 
irregular it could be improved by be- 
ing levelled. It is a very good pave- 
ment and taking it as a whole it is in 
very good condition. We do not need 
this repaving so far as the property 
owners cn Washington Street are con- 
cerned. It will not be a great benefit 
to us, therefore property owners are 
opposed to it. Some years ago, in 
1914, you may not remember, but per- 
haps Mr, Gillen will, when he was a 
member of the old Board of Works, a 
proposition very similar to this was 
brought up to take up the present 
granite blocks, reclipping them and re- 
laying them on the old foundation. 
Property owners at that time made 
strenuous protest and I myself pre- 
sented to the Board of Works in Sep- 
tember, 1914, petitions signed by more 
than two-thirds of the owners and in 
consequence, under the law, the Board 
was obliged to drop it. That law has 
been repealed and the new law of 
1917 very much lessens the time that 
property owners have to organize and 


I wish 


protest against a proposition of this 
kind. This matter has been pushed so 
rapidly that it has been practically 
impossible for me to make any move 


against. it on behalf of property 
owners. 
Commissioner Raymond: How 


would you feel toward it if cheaper 
pavement were used? We must do 
something with this street. We have 
got to make it a through street. As- 
phalt will make it cheaper. 


Mr. Meeker: I do not think asphalt 
would hold up on this street if it is to 
be used by heavy trucks. I oppose this 
ordinance for the principal reason that 
it provides that the entire expense of 
this improvement shall be put upon 
the property owners benefited. In a 
statement that appeared in one of the 
papers by Commissioner Raymond it 
was expressly stated that this improve- 
ment was being done for the purpose 
of relieving traffic on Broad Street, to 
divert it to Washington and Plane 
Streets. If that is the case, and I 
have no doubt it is, it certainly fol- 
lows as a matter of course and simple 
justice to property owners on Wash- 
ington Street that the cost should be 
assessed against the city at large. This 
is not being done for the benefit of 
the property owners, but to the City 
of Newark to relieve traffic on its prin- 
cipal street. It is being done for the 
benefit of city at large, business people 
and others who ride in automobiles 
and those from outside the city who 
now use the principal street. That 
being the case, I feel the cost of this 
improvement should be borne by the 
city at large, 


Mayor Gillen: You believe under 
these circumstances ihe greater por- 
tion should go on the city at large? 


Mr. Meeker: Yes, sir; 1 believe it 


should I am not opposing the im- 
provement, but the fact that you ex- 
pect to put the entire ccst on the prop- 
erty owners. The ordinances should 
state that a contribution of at least 
so much per cent, should be put upon 
the city at large. 


Mayor Gillen: We cannot do that. 
It would be illegal. 


City Counsel Congleton: The new 
law permits you to state in the first 
instance the amount to be assessed 
on the city at large if you want to— 
just like Broad Street, where 40 or 50 
per cent. of the cost of the paving 
was put on the city at large. 


Mr. Meeker: Under this particular 
ordinance, ‘where it says expressly 
that the entire cost is to be assessed 
as a local improvement, would not the 
Assessment Commissioners feel that 
they had to follow the language of the 
ordinance? Because there is no 
amount stated that the city is to bear 
the Commissioners might assess the 
whole amount against the property 
owners. Inasmuch as the whole thing 
is being done for the benefit of the city 
at large I should think the greater, con- 
siderably more than half, perhaps two- 
thirds, should go on the city at large. 
I understand this is going to be a very 
expensive improvement and if property 
owners have to stand the whole of it 
it is going to be very expensive to 
them. 


Mayor Gillen: What would you say 
about changing the pavement to as- 
phalt? 


Mr. Meeker: I would say any pave- 
ment that would make a good pave- 
ment. They tell me wood pavement 
is the most expensive. I am told the 
Broad Street pavement is showing 
signs of disintegration, and it has 
only been laid about five years, and it 


is very expensive to be assessed for 
pavement every five years. I would 
be in favor of any durable pavement. 


Mayor Gillen: Any pavement will 
show signs of disintegration after five 
years under heavy traffic. It has been 
my experience—and I have been in the 
real estate business in this city twen- 
ty-five years—I have never seen a 
street that has been improved by pav- 
ing where the property has not in- 
creased in value and where improve- 
ments have been neglected property 
values have dropped. Washington 
Street is the next big street to Broad 
and improving this street is bound to 
increase property values. If I were a 
property owner on Washington Street 
I would organize an improvement asso- 
ciation to come down here to have 
this street improved. The more im- 
provement you put on Washington 
Street the more value you will get to 
your property. I think the property 
owners should demand improvement 
on that street. This improvement will 
increase your property fifty per cent. 
The property values there will jump 
over night if you will improve your 
own properties and permit the city to 
improve the street. About five years 
ago Orange Street was in bad shape. 
We tried to pave it for two or three 
years. Everybody objected. Finally 
the Board took the bit in its teeth and 
repaved Orange Street in the Rose- 
ville section. Everybody began im- 
proving his property and inside of two 
years values improved 100 per cent. 
That was done four or five years ago. 
There is no question about values 
jumping. Take South Orange Avenue 
property values. There is no reason 
why property should not be as high 
on South Orange Avenue as Spring- 
field Avenue. Every real estate man 
knows property values are not one- 
quarter on South Orange Avenue as on 
Springfield Avenue,. simply because 


Springfield Avenue has improved and 
South Orange Avenue has not. You 
will see South Orange Avenue values 
jump as soon as this new pavement is 
finished. 


Mr. Meyer Ruback, Firemen’s Build- 
ing: I represent Mr. Chas. D. Basch, 
owner of property at the northeast 
corner of Washington and William 
Streets. The statement that the pro- 
posed pavement would operate as an 
improvement to abutting property, I 
think, is a misnomer. I think instead 
of being an improvement it would be 
a detriment. If I understand rightly, 
the purpose of improvement is to 
divert heavy traffic from Broad Street 
and in that way solve the problem of 
congestion which the city now faces 
on its main thoroughfare. It is under- 
stood heavy trucks will largely use 
this new thoroughfare. Halsey Street 
is not available. It is always lined 
on both sides with automobiles all day 
long. It is absolutely impossible for 
one truck to pass another on that 
street. If it is the purpose of the pro- 
posed improvement to divert the 
heavy traffic to Washington Street, it 
is reasonable to assume that it will 
not be a benefit to the property 
owners. Washington Street never has 
been business and to divert heavy 
traffic to this street wiil be very de- 
structive to real estate values for resi- 
dential purposes, and will not at all 
increase the value of the property on 
the street. Heavy traffic over this 
street will not aid in making it a busi- 
ness street. As a general rule they 
have a single destination, the place of 
loading or unloading. [ feel the prop- 
erty owners are not selfish in asking 
that the expense of this proposed im- 
provement be borne by the city. I 
think it should be borne in its entirety 
by the city and not largely. The bene- 
fit to abutting property owners will 
be so slight that I cannot see why 


property owners should be compelled 
to pay anything. If I am correct in 
my theory that norma! traffic will be 
diverted and that heavy traffic will be 
attracted, it will not only fail to be an 
improvement, but will operate as a 
detriment. People are not inclined to 
hire apartments on a street that is 
commonly used and regarded as heavy 
traffic thoroughfare. It would be just 
like Mechanic Street. I submit, Mr. 
Mayor and gentlemen, that the ex- 
pense for this improvement ought to 
be borne entirely by the city. I can- 
not compromise on it and say it 
should be borne in part. The pave- 
ment there is in fairly good shape. It 
is paved with substantial Belgium 
block at present. If it is repaved with 
asphalt it would mean two, three or 
four years when the street would have 
io be repaved. If heavy traffic is to be 
diverted over this street the pavement 
will not bear up more than three years. 
If Broad Street shows signs of dis- 
integration today, certainly Washing- 
ton Street will disintegrate in less 
than three years. In behalf of Mr. 
Basch I protest against this improve- 
ment if it is the purpose to levy the 
assessment largely or in part against 
abutting property owners. 


Mr. Walter S. Nichols, 313-315 Wash- 
ington Street: I have nothing further 
to add to what I said when I last ap- 
peared before this Board on this mat- 
ter. I am now assessed or taxed to a 
figure which it will be impossible for 
me to obtain if I undertook to sell my 
property. Below me on William Street 
is a piece of property assessed at 
$14,000 and was sold recently at some- 
thing like $7,000 or $8,000. I do not 
feel that we should be further 
burdened with our present high rate of 
taxation and we should not have an- 
other dollar piled on us. I can only 
endorse what my predecessor has said 
in regard to heavy trucks using this 


street and I feel it will be detrimental 
to my property interests there. 


Mayor Gillen: Is there anyone else 
who desires to be heard on Washing- 
ton Street repaving’ If not, we will 
take up the question of widening and 
repaving High Street. 


Mr. Anthony Finelli: Everyone 
seems to be very favorable to this pro- 
ject, but everyone feels that this im- 
provement is of a general character 
and will benefit the city at large and 
that the cost of the improvement 
should not be placed upon the abut- 
ting property owners in the neighbor- 
hood, but upon the city at large. The 
majority of the people make another 

-argument that it is only a short while 
ago when they were assessed for mak- 
ing improvements on High Street at 
the time the Lackawanna raised the 
bridge, consequently there is a feeling 
there is too much special taxation on 
the shoulders of property owners, and 
as this is an improvement to divert 
traffic over High Street we feel that it 
should be put upon the city at large. 

Mr. Anthony Russo: I.represent my 
father who is the owner of property on 
Boyden Street. We would like to have 
the improvements made, however; we 
feel it is not going to be of any par- 
ticular benefit to property holders on 
this street and feel it should be as- 
sessed against the city at large. 


Mr. William Weber, 192 Orange 
Street: I have lived in this vicinity 
for the last fifteen years. Instead of 
property increasing it has decreased 
on account of the D. L. & W. freight 
yard. If any improvement is going to 
be made I think the city should pay 
for it. When the D. L. & W. built 
their freight yard it decreased my 
property so that I have been unable to 
sell it. Itisa very poor neighborhood 
and whatever improvements are made 
the city should pay for them. 


Mr L Ackerly, Hackettstown, N J 
As the owner of the church property 
at the corner of High and Orange 
Streets, I want to enter my protest 


against this improvement. This prop- 


erty was bought about-a year and a 
haif ago for the purpose of erecting 


a plant at that place and the distance 
along Orange Street according to the 
survey is about 40 feet front. The 
proposed pian, although I have not 
seen the official plan, will take off 50 
feet on Orange Street and on High 
Street 70 feet, or the entire front. This 
will mean that we will be deprived of 
the use of a very material part of this 
land and will seriously affect, if not 
prevent the erection of this plant. As | 
far as the improvement is concerned, 
it looks to me that it is simply a traf- 
fic improvement and not one to the 
benefit of any property owners in that 
vicinity or any other vicinity. The 
improvement at High and Orange 
Streets would practically mean the dis- 
continuance of the use of this property 
for the purpose it was intended, which 
will mean a serious loss to me. The 
property was bought for this sole pur- 
pose, not for speculation, and the plans 
have not gone forward simply because 
of the present high cost of materials. 
The property owners around there 
have already been burdened by heavy 
assessments in addition to Federal 
taxes and others, and it seems to me 
the improvement is one that should 
not be put through, and I enter my 
objection. 


Mr, T. B. Pryor, 249 High Street: 
In 1907 my taxes were $150. The same 
building stands there at the present 
time. I have not been able to hitch 
up rents as many people have dane. 
This year my taxes will be in the 
neighborhood of $400. In addition to 
that you come along and rip up our 
street and put in a new one when it 
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_ Street: 


ill be of no benefit to us If paid the 
city last year a little over $1,000 on 
that property. Now you want to take 
up the good pavement that is now on 
that street and lay another pavement 
and divert heavy trucks over this 
street. That. will be no improvement 
to me; in fact, I consider heavy traffic 
on this street will injure my property 
for residential purposes. 


Mr. Harry Hill, 192-104 Orange 
Street: I desire to protest against the 
repaving of this street.- If there was 
to be any benefit to me I would be 
willing to submit to it, but I cannot 
see where it is going to be any im- 
provement to me. If it is a general 
improvement it sliould go in the gen- 
eral tax. I am getting less rent today 
than I did ten years ago. I believe if 
improvement is made the whole as- 
sessment should go on city at large. 


Mr. Theodore H. Wolf, 40 Orange 
Street: I am the owner of property 
at 38-40-42 Burnett Street. I cannot 
see that I will derive any benefit for 
this improvement on High Street. I 
think it should come under the head 
of general taxation. I am swamped 
with taxes and repairs now, and I do 
not feel we should be assessed for 
this improvement which will be of no 
particular benefit to property owners. 


Nicholas Michael, 79 State 
I am opposed to this improve- 
ment, the people in this neighborhood 
are not rich; I have a very small 
house on State.Street. I am only able 
to pay the taxes each year. ‘Last year 
I paid $32 taxes on this property. We 
will not have any benefit from this im- 
provement. I am against this improve- 
ment.

Mr. Charles M. Mason, Essex Build. 
ing: There have been a number of 
taxpayers come to see me, asking that 
I represent them in a protest against 
this proposed garbage ordinance in its 
present form. They realize the diffi- 
culties the City Commissioners now 


have in disposing of city waste, but 
this ordinance as now drawn and pre- 
pared is unfair and it results in the 


unlawful taking of property. This is 
a most inopportune time to put it in 
effect and it will increase the cost to 
the City of Newark for the removal of 
this garbage. Among those interested 
in this matter are L. Bamberger & 
Company, Nordin Cafe {two restau- 
ants), Union News Company (two res- 
taurants), Exchange Buffet, Baldwin’s 
Restaurant and Sheffield Lunch; and I 
also represent a contractor who is now 
removing all the garbage from the 
Public Service Restaurant, Prudential 
Insurance Company restaurant and the 
Mutual Benefit Life Insurance Com- 
pany restaurant. I know that the same 
parties are interested in the removal 
of garbage from the Robert Treat 
Hotel and Washington Restaurant, All 
of these parties are among some oï 
the largest taxpayers of the City of 
Newark. They feel that this ordi- 
nance will materially interfere with 
the efficiency with which they operate 
and run their restaurants. At the 
present time they have contracis for 
the removal of that garbage, and I 
might say those contracts have been 
made because your municipal ordi- 
nances require it. Your Board of 
Health ordinance, section 1075, Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1913, requires 
that owners of restaurants and other 
places where garbage might accumu- 
late are required to remove same. Un- 
der this ordinance you require them to 
remove it daily. They have been do- 
ing it daily for a number of years in 
accordance with the ordinances of the 
Board of Health, which this ordinance 
apparently does not repeal. They have 
entered into contracts by whick men 
come there daily under a license ob- 
tained through the Board of Health, 
with a wagon built in accordance with 
your requirements and the garbage is 


removed These cans are 
cleaned and scientifically treated with 


chemicals 


In cans 


daily and a chemically 


treated can is put in the place of the 
one that is removed, so that it could 
not possibly become a nuisance to any- 
one, or affect the patrons of the res- 
taurants in any way. I think you will 
agree with me that garbage in the 
City of Newark is not removed from 
any private residence in such a way. 
I think if you would look into the way 
the garbage is handled by the city 
you would consider the city had 
enough to do without taking on any 
extra work at the present time. While 
it might be contended that this ordi- 
nance is drawn for protecting the gen- 
eral health of citizens, as a matter 
of fact it does not. All of these res- 
taurant keepers prefer to have it re- 
moved in this scientific way. They do 
not want to have it taken care of by 
the city, because they will not get as 
efficient service. At present this gar- 
bage is removed early in the morning 
before four o'clock. Under your 
present ordinance if any restaurant 
fails to remove its garbage they are 
liable to a fine. You also have an ordi- 
nance regulating the removal of gar- 
bage by private contractors. If these 
wagons are not built properly or vio- 
late the provisions of your ordinance 
you can punish him. The only effect 
this ordinance can have is to con- 
fiseate this property which belongs 
to these hotel keepers and which they 
have contracted to sell in many cases 
by written contracts. The whole ques- 
tion is whether this Board under the 
guise of a health ordinance desires to 
confiscate this private property. I think 
in this case you are bound by Supreme 
Court decision in Heller vs. City of 
Newark, in reference to removal of 
dead animals and the decision of the 
Court of Errors and Appeals in 
Schwartz vs. Jersey City in reference 


to dead animals If you want to under- 


take to remove the garbage from all 
the hotels and restaurants it will be 


adding additional expense to the city. 
It will require two wagons a day and 
you cannot operate them for less than 
$15.00, which would be $30.00 per day 
for approximately $9,000 a year, which 
it would cost the taxpayers of the City 
of Newark to remove it. Under your ar- 
rangement with the piggery that re- 
ceives this garbage from the city you 
are supposed to get eight times the 
monthly value of a pound of a hog. 
The most valuable part of garbage is 
the grease obtained from cooking. Un- 
der your present contract you get 
nothing for the grease. Suppose this 
piggery turns in and boils and cooks 
the garbage as most scientific pig- 
geries do, you will get no benefit for 
the grease which is the most valuable 
part. You will. receive nothing, but 
will have the extra cost-of removing 
it from the city. Another point on 
which these hotel and restaurant 
keepers object is that they have a 
clause in their present contracts that 
any silverware or valuables found in 
their garbage is returned to them and 
I understand this has amounted in a 
saving of over $25 per month. If they 
are compelled to have the city remove 
this garbage it will result in this addi- 
tional loss. You have permitted, in 
fact insisted, for over eighteen years 
that all these restaurant keepers and 
hotels must remove their garbage. 
This ordinance will result in large 
property losses. These men who have 
these contracts have piggeries of their 
own and they are relying on this gar- 
bage for the feeding of their pigs. 
Some o? these pigs are three, four and 
five days old. This ordinance reads it 
shall take effect immediately. If you 
pass this ordinance today you are go- 
ing to cause an unreasonable loss of 
property to people who have entered 
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into these contracts, who have been 
relying on ordinances of the Board of 
Health requiring this garbage to be re- 
moved. The only piggery that could 
benefit by your confiscating this gar- 
bage is the one piggery here in New- 
ark. It will result in a monopoly for 
that one. I know you realize this is 
most inopportunte time for the under- 
taking of the removal of additional 
garbage, because you are having your 
hands full at the present time in the 
removal of ashes and garbage, and 
why in the middle of winter you try 
and put this ordinance through is 
more than I can understand. Under 
this ordinance nobody can get any 
garbage unless they go to the piggery 
downtown and buy it from them. 
There is another concern interested in 
this matter, Swift & Company. Do I 
understand that you intend to include 
all refuse matter from butcher shops. 
That is a big industry today. The 
scraps from butcher shops is one of 
the most valuable waste matter. When 
you start in taking the scraps and 
bones from butcher shops you are tak- 
ing very valuable property and it 
means thousands of dollars a day. The 
waste matter from the average butcher 
shop amounts to $10 and $15 a day. 
When you take this property from 
butcher shops you are going to start 
something. I feel the ordinance is be- 
yond the power of this body because 
it confiscates property and it will re- 
sult in great deficiency in the method 
of removal and result in great incon- 
venience and annoyance to hotels and 
restaurants. i feel this is a backward 
step. This matter has been fought in 
New York and New York has refused 
to pass such an ordinance. 


Commissioner Raymond: My in 
terest in the ordinance is this. If I 
can get more profit for this stuff and 
do it cheaper I want to do it. You 
have pointed out things I have not 
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thought of, such as injuries to pigs 1n 
piggeries now being fed, and there 
are other things that. appeal to me in 
your argument. I will have the ordi- 
nance held up and look into it further. 
Our sole object is to do this work as 
cheaply as-possible. We discovered 
we could get some money for this gar- 
bage and since we collected ali ashes 
from your clients we thought it was 
fair to get the profitable stuff. 


Mr. John F. Murray: I represent 
the Mutual Benefit Life Insurance 
. Company. The Mutual Benefit does 
not burden the city with the removal 
of its ashes and we have the same 
arrangement for the removal of our 
ashes as we have for the sanitary re- 
moval of our garbage. I think where 
a coneern is saving the city money as 
the Mutual Benefit does, that the ordi- 
mance ought to be amended to allow 
the company to continue the method 
it has followed. It is now done with. 
out expense to the city and I would 
recommend for consideration that an 
amendment be incorporated excluding 
from the operation of the ordinance 
concerns which remove their own 
ashes and garbage daily. 


Mr. Richard Stockton: I represent 
Northern New Jersey Hotel & Res- 
taurant Keepers’ Association and Mr. 
C. A. Carrigan has asked me to regis- 
ter a protest to the passing of this 
ordinance. This association includes 
the Robert Treat and Continental and 
my argument is similar to Mr. Mason’s. 
They have contracts for the removal 
of this garbage for the year 1920 and 
the breaking of them is liable to re- 
sult in all sorts of law suits. 


Commissioner Raymond: This ordi- 
nance was prepared by my department 
and given to me to have passed. I am 
glad to hear these views and I will 
withdraw the ordinance and look into 
it further.

l WHEREAS, The City of Newark has 


spent $3,000,000 on the development of 
Port Newark Terminal, upon which re- 
claimed portion on the westerly shore 
of Newark Bay, the Government has 
located its Quartermaster Warehouses, 
conceded to be the most important 
and economic facility for crans-ship- 
ment from water to rail in the Port. of 
New York, and has also developed the 
Newark Bay Shipyard now odcupied by 
the Submarine Boat Corporation, 
which corporation has extensive plans 
for development to more than double 
the present plant occupied by both 
the shipyard and the Quartermaster 
Warehouses, and 


WHEREAS, In. addition to the 
municipal development there has also 
been constructed on Newark Bay and 
at the mouths of-the Passaic and Hack- 
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ensack Rivers, the Federal Shipbuild- 
ing Yard, the Ford Assembling Plant 
and the Army Engineers’ Depot, and 

WHEREAS, There are in the process 
of development public docks by the 
City ofo Jersey City on the easterly 
side of Newark Bay and extensive 
further developments of the plants of 
Butterworth-Judson Co., Maas & Wald- 
stein, Blast Furnace Products Corp., 
Balbach Smelting Co., Gross Candle 
Co., Texas Oil Co., and others, and 
there are prospects for the intensified 
developmeént of the entire shore line of 
Newark Bay, all of which will tend 
greatly to increase the necessity for 
the opening of the draws of any bridge 
located across the mouth of Newark 
Bay, and 


WHEREAS, The maintenance or re- 
construction of any such bridge will 
greatly retard the development and 
the opportunities afforded by Newark 
Bay for reducing the cost of terminal 
charges in the Port of New York and 
militate against said port retaining its 
supremacy as a.port of entry to this 
country, and 


WHEREAS, The Central Railroad 
of New Jersey have filed plans for the 
reconstruction of a bridge to replace 
the existing bridge, the estimated cost 
of said new structure being $10,000,000, 
and 


WHEREAS, It is possible for the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey to 
either develop a terminal on the Eliza- ` 
beth meadows on the westerly shore 
of Newark Bay or to utilize their 
present line of railroad through the 
Newark transfer or to arrange for a 
joint use of the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road and the Pennsylvania Railroad 
bridge crossing the upper end of New- 
ark Bay and thus entirely eliminate 
the necessity for the Elizabethport-

the economic waste which will be occa- 
sioned by the expenditure of $10,- 
000,000 on a bridge which would prac- 
tically be nullified by the future com- 
merce of Newark Bay. >

representing the City of Newark, 
which has a most vital interest in the 
present development of Newark Bay, 
not only on account of the advantages 
to the City of Newark, but qn account

Commissioner Archibald: I under- 
stand the War Department has served 
notice if this bridge is rebuilt or some 
other provision made, it will block all 
our chances of securing Federal aid 
for further development. 


Mayor Gillen: I understand. the 
whole situation. There should be no 
bridge there. They should either build 
a tunnel or come up to Brills and pass 


“over to Jersey City and then to Bay- 


Langfitt, District Engineer, as a part. 


of the record of the hearing to be 
held on said bridge matter, Thursday, 
February 19th, at 10 A. M., which 
happens to occur at the same time and 
on the same date as the stated meet- 
ings of this Board, which fact will 
prevent the attendance of the Commis- 
sioners themselves “at said hearing, 
and that Mr. Morris R. Sherrerd, Chief 
Engineer of the Department of Streets 
and Public Improvements, be author- 
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onne, There is no reason why they 
should block off this Harbor. 

Chief Engineer Sherrerd: Mr. War- 
den was here and went over the bridge 
plans and said if they were able to 
carry out their developments to ex- 
tent they hoped to, the increase in 
commerce in Newark Bay would mean 
an additional draw opening of 50 a 
day, and the reason this resolution is 
so strongly worded is due to the fact 
that -the Central Railroad expect to 
spend ten million dollars on this bridge 
and in his judgment and mine it will 
be an economic waste on a bridge, the 
draw of which will have to be open 
practically all day. Mr. Owen, while 
he did not think it, would’ be practic- 
able to use Brills and the New York 
and Newark Line to Communipaw, be- 
cause traffic would be from the wrong 


direction, admitted ıt might be pos- 
sible to join with the Lehigh Valley 
and Pennsylvania Railroads for the 
joint use of the bridge which they have 
under construction so that all three 
railroads could use bridge and ter- 
minals built on Elizabeth meadows on 
west shore of Newark Bay. It seems 
to me this is so important regarding 
the future development of the Bay 
that we should strongly protest ‘against 
any new bridge and the old bridge 
should be ordered out. While the rail- 
roads are still under Federal control 
it might be possible to bring it so 
strongly before the Secretary of War 
that a special investigation would be 
recommended. 


Mayor Gillen: While on the subject 
of Newark Bay, I do not think our 
chances of getting any substantial aid 
from the Federal Government are very 
bright. You may, from time to time, 
get a small appropriation, but to get 
any large substantial sum to develop 
Newark Bay as it ought to be, the out- 
look is very dark. Jersey City has a 
very large program for developing its 
water front. Bayonne would like to 
develop Newark Bay and Elizabeth 
seems anxious to do the same thing. I 
think we better abandon all hope as 
far as the Federal Government is con- 
cerned and turn to our own Legisla- 
ture. I think it would be a good thing 
if the municipalities would dredge the 
Bay and fill in the low lands and as- 
sess the owners. This is not only 
feasible, but seems to be the only prac- 
ticable way and the only business-like 
way to bring all of these lands into 
real use and development. If you will 
deepen the Bay and at the same time 
fill in these low lands you will develop 
and reclaim them and have them ready 
for use at the same time you get deep 
water. - l 


Commissioner Raymond: I would 


Mke to say ın answer to that, while I 


“agree with you in part, I am not in 
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favor of having this Commission aban- 
don hope as to securing an appropria- 
tion, as I think there are good hopes 
of getting an appropriation within a 
year and we do not want to take any 
action here to indicate we have aban- 
doned it. In addition, we have put so 
much more money than any of these 
municipalties in the development of 
these meadow lands, it would be very 
difficult to urge any scheme whereby 
the rights of Newark would be proper- 
ly taken care of as against these other 
municipalities. Further than that, I 
do not know whether under such a 
scheme Newark would lose its terri- 
torial rights. Newark has paid over 
three million dollars in this develop- 
ment. This is a very serious question, 
financially and otherwise. I myself 
feel, and have always felt, that some- 
thing like this should be done. I think 
we should have some legislation em- 
powering us to do these things, but I 
would not like to go on record as aban- 
doning hope of securing Federal aid. 
If you pass a law in New Jersey it 
will take a year to get all those things 
done and arranged for and during that 
time we can still be making our ap- 
peal to the next Congress to get this 
appropriation. 


Mayor Gillen: Notice has been 
served on the public that the expenses 
of the Government are such that every 
appropriation for years to come must 
be put before a Board. The first thing 
you will find the situation will he 
worse next year. Recently they put 
in an appropriation for Forty-two Mil- 
lion Dollars for the development of 
waterways throughout the United 
States, a very small sum if you look 
at it, and that has been knocked down 
to twelve million. The Rivers and 
Harbors Committee might come here 
and endorse the project, but you will 


find when you get up against the Ap-, 


propriation Committee’ you will not get `- 


very much. 


Commissioner Archibald: Neverthe- 
less, the endorsement of the project is 
something we all seek and it is abso- 
lutely necessary and recognized by 
Congress. 


Mayor Gillen: You cannot develop 
the Bay with ‘any small amount of 
money. You have to have Four or 
Five Million Dollars, probably seven 
million. If you had a proper com- 
mission appointed on which all of 
these municipalities would be repre- 
sented, they could buy their own 
dredges and do the work themselves. 
You would not need to issue a large 
amount of bonds. You could issue 
ponds as the bills come along. If Con- 
gress is liberal next year or the year 
following, the chances are they will 
give you a Quarter of a Million Dollars. 
That would be a drop in a bucket for 
this improvement. What wë need is 
co-operation. I think the assessment 
for these benefits would, like your 
paving improvements or other im- 
provements, probably take care of 
your carrying charges on the bonds. 


Commissioner Raymond: Suppose 
Mr, Congleton, Mr. Sherrerd and I 
work out some sort of legislation, and 
suppose we get in touch with repre- 
sentatives of other municipalities and 
work with them? I do not want this 
commission to go on record as aban- 
doning the hope and right we have of 
expecting Federal aid in this project. 


Mayor Gillen: I would not be in 
favor of putting cities to large ex- 
pense at this time, but I can see a 
large comeback. You take all these 
lands on both sides of Bound Creek. 
You can buy some of that land for 
three or four hundred dollars an 
acre now. Owners of those lands 
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would be only too willing to pay a 
substantial assessment for benefits 
if it will double the value of their 
land. 


Chief Engineer Sherrerd: Mr. 
Grotta, President of the Board of 
Trade, two weeks ago called a con- 
ference of representatives of differ- 
ent municipalities interested in New- 
ark Bay, and as a result of that 
conference there was organized the 
North Jersey Port and Harbor De- 
velopment Association, and Mr. Cal- 
vin Tompkins was selected as Chair- 
man and Mr. Sheehan, Secretary, and 
Mr. Tompkins is to meet with two 
of those committees on Friday at 
2:30 P. M. 


Mayor Gillen: With all due re- 
spect to the Board of Trade, I feel’ 
the officials of the city should do 
this. If the Board of Trade ever did 
anything, I would say let it to the 
Board of Trade. 


Commissioner Raymond: It is 
about time-we stopped stepping aside 
for the Board of Trade and other 
people and realized this is our busi- 
ness, and that this thing has got to 
be done by those elected to do it by 
the people.

If 
you bring heavy traffic on Clifton Ave- 
nue you will bring it to Orange Street 
and then stop. 


Commissioner Raymond: They can 
_ go down Orange Street and over Nes- 
bitt Street into High Street. 


Mr. Rosinger: Nesbitt Street is 
not conducive. Everything that comes 
from the west and comes along Bloom- 
field Avenue to Clifton Avenue is not 
going to turn into Clifton Avenue and 
then come at right angles to High 
Street. From Bloomfield Avenue they 
would go to Belleville Avenue to 
Broad Street. I have three petitions 
here signed at different times by over 
sixty property owners covering 3,000 
lineal feet. They all say they do not 
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` Park Avenue 


want ıt repaved. Aside from that, the 
street today is not in such condition 
that it needs repaving. There are 
places, I will admit, that require re- 
pairing, but the worst part is between 
the tracks and a foot beyond. That is 
up to the Public Service and not to 
the citizens. In this petition I have, 
as I said, sixty names of property 
owners that are all opposed to it; all 
between Orange Street and Bloomfield 
Avenue, That includes St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, which covers a frontage of 
800 feet on Clifton Avenue, between 
and Sixth Avenue. I 
might also say that Clifton Avenue 
and Bloomfie.d Avenue is the stopping 
place for trolley cars, and in the rush 
hours in the morning and afternoon 
there is such a crowd there, sometimes 
extending from the cars to the curb, 
that to run any amount of trafic 
through there as long as that is a 
stopping place for cars would be ex- 
ceedingly hazardous. It obstructs traf- 
fic now as it is. The street is so nar- 
row there that vehicles cannot pass 
through there while people are board- 
ing cars and sometimes vehicles in- 
stead of keeping to the right will take 
chances and go on the left side. Last 
fall there was a fire nearby there and 
some of the fire trucks came up and 
there was a car there at the time and 
there could have been an enormous 
accident. As it was some of the horses 
were very much injured by the fire 
engines colliding with one another. 
You can never.make that a traffic 
street. 


Commissioner Raymond: I will 
hold up the ordinance and wait until 
the snow is off the ground and you 
and I, and anyone else you may want 
to take along will take a ride up there 
and look at it. If we can repair it we 
will do so, and if it cannot be repaired 
we will show you. I think that would 
be the best: way to decide the matter,

There are chicken 
slaughter houses on Fifteenth Avenue 
and Prince Street, and the population 
of that neighborhood is not such that 
wants a slaughter house. 


Mr. Franklin L. Lewi, 182 Broad 
Street, Newark: I have come here 
more as a matter of information. I 
own property on Bloomfield Avenue 
and received a notice of the opening 
of Crittenden Street. I would like to 
ask if the opening of that street will 
affect. me in paying an assessment. I 
do not want to appear as a protestor. 
I have not gone’ into the merits of the 
case, but I cannot see that the open- 
ing of this street will benefit my prop- 
erty on Bloomfield Avenue. 
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Commissioner Raymond It may 
and it may not. Under the law we 
have to send out notices of intention 
to property owners within a certain 
area. I do not believe you will be 
much affected. 


Miss Grace O’Rourke, 375 South Bel- 
mont Avenue, Newark: I wish to pro- 
test against the opening of Crittenden 
Street. lt may be a good thing for 
the city, but it seems to me not abso- 
lutely necessary to make such im- 
provements. I own property at 173-187 
Clifton Avenue. Within two weeks I 
have received notices of three assess- 
ments on property I own, the widen- 
ing of High and Orange Street, the 
paving of Ciifton Avenue and the open- 
ing of Crittenden Street. When it is 
a question of health and cleanliness, I 
do not feel citizens should protest, 
but at this time when the improvement 
is not necessary, we should be very 
well considered, because citizens, sit- 
uated as I am are obliged to curtail 
in every respect owing to the war. Ef- 
fort should be made to decrease the 
tax rate rather than increase it, and I 
protest against the opening of Crit- 
tenden Street.
